Unprecedented Stretch of Dry We; 
Prepared Forests for Flames that 
Are Costly 


Your health depends on good food—Eat more Bread. 


1 he opening ot the rainy season in Cali¬ 
fornia at last hrought to an end the grave 
menace of forest fires that had made the 
country uneasy for many months. On the 
whole, considering the long jieriod of insuffi¬ 
cient moisture and the c()iise(|uent unusually 
early day at which the ordinary annual fire 
danger began this year, we have escaped with 
lighter toll than we might have suffered, ll 
has been too heavy, hut it might easily have 
been wor.se. 

.\nd now the eastern seaboard is having 
its worries over forest fires. 'I'lie' length of 
rainless days there has been almost uniirece- 
dented. 'Phe records have to he searched 
hack half a century to match this year. 
Thrmighmit October less than a third of an 
inch of rain fell around New York city. The 
jirevious low record was a little more than 
half an inch mi 1K79. Some idaccs north of 
New ^’ork city have had even le.ss rain tlian 
has fallen there this year. Not until this 
year has the stretch of twenty-four contimi- 
mis rainless days in the early spiring of 1X72 
been e(|ualled in .New York state, hut it has 
heeii siirjiassed there this fall. 

Conditions were right, therefore, for many 
fines, and the fires came. 'I'he governors of 
New ^'ork and I’eiinsylvaiiia issued procla¬ 
mations closing the state forests to Inintcrs 
until such time as rains made it safer to risk 
their ]>rescnce. In .New jersey at (fnc time a 
thousand men from eight towns, with all the 
fire flepartments of those cmniminities, were 
struggling on a two-mile line to .save these 
towns, after the destruction of several sipiare 
miles of timber. Throughout the .\diron- 
dacks, and in all the New Kiigland states, in 
New York, New Jcr.sey and ' Fennsylvania. 
smaller groujis were at various sjiots fighting 
fires of greater or less proportions that broke 
out and spread with a rajiidity that was 
disconcerting. 

During recent years many of these states 
which contain valuable timber areas have 
built ifp efficient forest patrol ■organizations. 
This, with the promptness of state officials 
in acting on the forest authorities’ sugges¬ 
tions, heljied to make the extent of the (lam- 
age tmich less than it would have been otlier- 
u i'e. It is to lie noticed, howev er, that the 
officials took no chance.-, on careless camp 
fires in the crisis.

COMMITTEE OF NINE 
HEARS PENINSULA’S 
VIEWS OF HIGHWAYS 


The governor's committee of 
nine, appointed to investigate the 
nee<ls of the state highway system, 
met with the San Mateo county 
board of snpervlors Tuesday 
at the court house, when Hi)eakpra 
repreHenlIng San Mateo, Santa 
Clara, and the nine other counties 
Included in the San Francisco hay 
district road building jirogram pre¬ 
sented arguments In behalf of the 
proposed extension of the Hay- 
shore highway anrl the improve¬ 
ment and eonsiruetloii of other 
highways within the area covered 
by the 11 counties. 

Senator Arlliur II. Iireed of the 
committee of nine salil the com¬ 
mittee had covered 19 900 miles in 
the state and had made a thor¬ 
ough sliidv of highway needs for 
recommendation to the next legis¬ 
lature. 

“The $73,000,000 bonds voted bv 
California for highways is nearlv 
exhausted." he said, and there are 
two wavs left to finance new 
ones. One Is bv bond Issues and 
the other Is by a direct tax on 
gasoline or a small Increase in au¬ 
tomobile registration fees. The 
committee found that sentiment In 
the country districts was against 
bond Issues. Tlie jiroldem now Is 
to establish some steadv source of 
money so that the various districts 
mnv expect to have promises of 
highways lived up tc. 

Harvey M. 'I’ov, cnairman of 
the sinip highway commission, 
said; “The Hayshore highway Is 
the most Important road in the 
state, bar none. The territory 
around San Francisco Is ten years 
hehind tho times In road construc¬ 
tion. I,os Angeles county has had 
$4,000,000 worth of state old in tho 
last year and San Francisco but 
$47,000. It is time we were get¬ 
ting what Is so sorely needed 
here." 

C. D. Marx, chairman of the high¬ 
way section of the Peninsula 
Chambers of Commerce, Federat¬ 
ed. onoke as follows; 

“When tho present highway 
from San Francisco to San Jose 
was adopted as part of the state 
highway system, it carried with It 
the obligation to keep this high¬ 
way in a condition to carry tho 
traffic over it. both of the then 
present and of tho future. The 
growth of this traffic has been so 
phenomenal that, to care adequate¬ 
ly for it. the present highway must 
bo either materially widened, ora 
new location sought In lieu of this 
widening on tho present location. 
The former is economically impos¬ 
sible and therefore the only thing 
to do Is to provide for this neces¬ 
sary additional width In a new 
location. For such a location we 


suggest the line of tho Hayshore 
jhlghway, which will hi' inspected 
'by you toilay. Hence, we are not 
■asking you to Include a new high- 
|way In your jirogram, hut ask only 
for an accepted highway adequate 
jto meet the needs of copstanlly In¬ 
creasing traffic, by placing the 
I necessary widening In a new loca- 
I Hon."

! Interesting figures in regard to 
[home owning in the United States 
jnre contained in a bulletin Issued 
by the Ihiited States Department 
of Commerce In 1923. 

In 1900, out of every one thou¬ 
sand families in the United States 
461 owned the homes they lived 
jin while in 1920 the proportion 
had dropped to 456 out of every 
[one thousand families. 

Out of a list of 68 American 
cities of 100,000 or upwards popu¬ 
lation 29 show that less than 30 
per cent of their population live 
In homes owned by their occu¬ 
pants. 

The lowest percentage of owned 
homes Is In New York City. The 
highest is In Des Moines, Iowa. 

Aocording to a government 
housing survey there was in 1923 
a shortage of at least 350,000 res¬ 
idential houses in this country. I 


The 1920 census gives 24,351,- 
676 homes in the United States 
of which 45 per cent or less than 
one-half are owned by the occu¬ 
pants. 

The number of marriages has 
grown each year, even including 
the war years, from 483,069 in 
1887 to over 1,100,000 in 1922, and 
It is estimated that 70 per cent 
of these are first marriages. 

It has been estimated that fire 
and natural decay cause a demand 
for at least 100,000 additional 
homes annually. 

It has also been estimated that 
more than a million families are 
now housed under conditions which 
are utterly destructive to Amer¬ 
ican standards of health and mor¬ 
als. 

When conditions are remedied 
the death rate will be reduced 25 
per cent.

Cities Chamber of Commerce, was 
named as exeentive secretary. 

Twentv-one persons, including 
men and women, out of the list 
of 30 named to represent the 
various cities and towns of Ran 
Mateo county, were present at 
the meeting. 

A prominent part In the pro¬ 
ceedings was taken bv Robert 
Newtfin Lvnch, representing the 
San Francisco Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, who declared that Ran Ma¬ 
teo was the body and Ran Fran¬ 
cisco the logical head of the pro¬ 
posed metropolitan area. 

“We cannot overlook tho fact 


that some sort of amalgamation is 
necessary If the development of 
rapid transit, port facilities, water 
■and power Is to progress on the 
Peninsula as It should,” Lynch 
declared. 

H. C. Miller, also representing 
tho San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, said: ‘”It Is Important 
to see that no suspicion of par¬ 
tisanship or selfish interest Is al¬ 
lowed to creep in.” This state¬ 
ment was commended by other 
speakers during the course of the 
meeting. He also suggested that 
experts from Stanford University 
or tho T’nlvprslty of California 
and others familiar with the sub¬ 
ject be called in to advise as to 
what form the amalgamation 
should take, and whether It 
should be formed on the borough 
system or complete consolidation. 

That the amalgamation plan 
should he apuroached with open 
minds, and that care should be 
taken to keep the work of studv- 
, Ing the propostllon above suspl- 
I cion, was the advice of Attorney 
I Gilbert D. Ferrell, of BurHngamo, 
i R. R. Waterbury. of tho Ravens-, 
wood Chamber of Commerce, and 
other speekers. 

Other than the formation of g 
permanent organization to sturtv 
amalgamation, no attempt was 
made this time to discuss the 
merits of any one plan. It was 
the general oninlon that decisions 
could not well be made at this 
time, blit that they would have to 
wait until more comnleete In¬ 
formation was at hand concern¬ 
ing advantages and disadvantages 
of amalgamation.

STREETS 

Eighty per cent of the accepted streets in South 
San Francisco are paved. In other words, of 17.5 
miles of public streets, including the county high¬ 
way known as Linden avenuer 14 miles are paved. 
There are but 3.5 miles of public streets unpaved 
in the entire city. 

There are also 5.3 miles of alleys in this city, 
and 3.3 miles are paved or under construction at 
present, making a total of 62 J /2 per cent of all 
alleys paved. 

TAX RATE 

South San Francisco enjoys a lower tax rate 
than any other city near its size in San Mateo coun¬ 
ty. Property owners in this city will be assessed 
$1.50 for each $100 of property they own this 
fiscal year. And that assessment is based on only 
one-third of the actual value of the property. In a 
comparison of tax rates South San Francisco enjoys 
a cheaper assessment than San Bruno, Redwood 
City. Daly City. San Mateo, and Burlingame. 

The reason for the lower rate is alrrfost all of 
South San Francisco’s municipal imorovements have 
been made and paid for. Among the many modern 
Improvements already made are: Pavement on 80 
per cent of the accepted streets and 62>/2 per cent 
of the allevs; a modern and improved cltv hall; 
sewer facilities in all sections of the city; adequate 
lighting throughout with ornamental electroliers in 
the principal business streets; an up-to-date fire 
department with modern signal system.
